Tacit and informal approval of the 
program was given Tuesday at a 
special meeting of a sub-committee 
named from a composite committee 
representing the finance committee of 
tity council of the Atlanta board of 
education and a special citizens’ ad- 
visory commission appointed by May- 
or I, N. Ragsdale. 

Although the sub-committee failed 
to make up a formal report to be 
offered at a meeting of the composite 
group, discussion favored such a 
plan, swept aside suggestions of a 
merger with the Fulton county sys- 
tem and eliminated all other possi- 
h@ schemes for solution of the fi- 
nancial problem facing the local gov- 
ernment because of what is said to 
be the high cost of operation and 
maintenance of the schools. 

Will Offer Definite Plan. 

The sub-committee voted to hold 
another meeting early next week, and 
to ask Alderman J. Charles Murphy, 
of the eleventh ward, chairman of the 


composite committee to defer the 
meeting of that body which is slated 
for Tuesday afternoon until later in 
the week. In the interim, a Vefinite 
plan will be evolved, hinging around 
the generally accepted scheme which 
was favored in the discussions Tues- 
day afternoon, it was said.

Dunean, Miss., February 26.— 
(United News.)—Physicians, nurses, 
and an army of Red Cross relief 
workers joined forces here tonight in 
concentrated effort to prevent the 


'spread of epidemic diseases in western 


eastern Arkansas and 
northern ‘Texas, where tornadoes 
claimed a toll of 38 lives and in- 
flicted vast property damage. 

Shadow of the new menace—dis- 
projected itself across the scere 
of desolation as rivers and streams, 
swollen by torrential rains, began 
gradually to subside. From sections 
of Arkansas, however, reports stated 
that small streams were still cutting 
rapacious paths to large rivers, which 
were climbing rapidly toward the 
flood mark. 

The latest count of the 
dead here tonight was 21. 

Red Cross workers and militiamen 
stated that 50 injured, many seri- 
ously, were being cared for in hastily 


established hospitals and evacuation 
centers, 

Reports from other sections of the 
storm area stated that two were dead 
at Grand Prairie, Texas, two dead 
and five gravely injured at Cooper, 
Texas, two dead at Dewit, Ark., two 
dead and three injured by falling tim- 
ber at Van, Ark., two dead at Dar- 
liug, Miss., three dead at Clarksdale, 
Miss., two dead at Alligator, Miss., 
and two dead at Marks, Miss. Many 
of the towns reported the number of 
injured as undetermined. 

Reports from western Mississippi 
and northern Texas said most of the 
persons killed were negroes. 

While Red Cross workers were 
bending every effort to care for the 
injured, American legionaires and na- 
tional guard troopers, dispatched from 
neighboring sections, began the work 
of clearing away debris tonight. They 
were hampered hv high winds and 
rain which made the work of prying 
through the twisted mass of wreckage 
dangerous because of slippery  foet- 
ing. 

The storm struck here yesterday 
and virtually wiped the town off the 
map. Trees were wrenched from the 
ground and hurled through the air 
for many feet. Houses collapsed be- 
fore the terrific rush of wind and 
rain. All telegraph and _ telephone 
communication was disrupted so that 
no news of the disaster could be sent 
to surrounding sections of the coun- 
try. 

So great was the strength of the 
wind that men and women were 
hurled down by the blasts. One man 
said he saw the body of a small child 
through the air and dashed 
high tree trunk. He said 
what followed was too ghastly to re- 
late.

Washington, D. C., February 26. 
Speculation over the position, if any, 
ito be held in the incoming Hoover ad- 
|ministration by Colonel William J. 
| Donovan, present assistant United 
States attorney general, was partially 
ended tonight when it was learned 
from unimpeachable sources that the 
president-elect has tendered him the 
portfolio of war. There only remains 
the question to as whether Colonel 
Donovan wili accept, a matter that is 
in doubt for the moment. 

After withholding from him the 
cabinet office which he most desired 
and first expected as a matter of 
course, President-elect Hoover, it can 
be authoritatively stated, tendered 
Colonel Donovan the governor gener- 
alship of the Philippine islands, This 
was rejected. Later Mr. Hoover asked 
him to be secretary of war. 

Hoover in Tight Corner. 

The assistant attorney general, 
who was one of the prime leaders in 
the Hoover pre-convention campaign, 
is understood to have rejected the 
Philippine .islands post in keeping 
with a previous deelaration on his 
part that if he could not be attorney 
general he was not in a_ frame of 
mind to accept any office in the new 
administration. 

The invitation to be secretary of 
war came no later than Monday and 
was presented by Mr. Hoover in per- 
son. Reports are that it was pre- 
fsented in such a way that Colonel 
Donovan was given to understand 
that his acceptance would prove em- 
barrassing to the president-elect. He 
therefore was not disposed to take the 
office and was still pondering the 
question tonight, although it was in- 
dicated that strong pressure is being 
brought to bear to have him agree. 

As to the office which he aspired 
to fill, word of some weight coming 
from the .cabinet rumot factory of 
Washington how has it that it will 
go to William D. Mitchell, solicitor 
general of the United States and one 
of the associates of Colonel Donovan 
in the department of justice. The 
prospective attorney general comes 
from Minnesota, and is a former dem- 
ocrat, appointed under the Wilson 
administration. Albeit, he is under- 
stood to have supported the republic- 
an ticket in the last national cam- 
paign.

The senate appropriations committee 
today reversed its position on the Har- 
ris proposal for a $24,000,000 increase 
in prohibition funds and voted down 
an attempt to add this amount to the 
second deficiency appropriation bill, 

The second deficiency measure, car- 
rying more than $200,000,000 to meet 
a number of emergency demands scat- 
tered throughout the country, was re- 
ported to the senate tonight and the 
prohibition fight will be renewed en 
the senate floor tomorrow. 

Senator Harris, democrat, Georgia, 
the author of the dry fund amendment, 
announced he would ask the senate to 
add the $24,000,000 to the bill in the 
place of the $2,700,000 increase for 
prohibition enforcement put in the 
measure by the house upon the rec- 
ommendation of President Coolidge. 


The senate added this amount to 
the first deficiency measure, now 
abandoned, by almost a two-to-one 
vote, but leaders were confident to- 
night that in view of the $2,700,000 
increase for dry enforcement that the 
Harris fund would be defeated. Re- 
publicans on the committee lined up 
solidly against the Harris provision. 
They were joined by two democrats. 


Reject Amendment, 


The committee also rejected the 
amendment of Senator McKellar, dem- 
ocrat, ‘Tennessee, for publicity of hear- 
ings on tax refund cases. This amend- 
ment to the first deficiency bill was 
strongly opposed also by Secretary 
Mellon. 

The senate committee did add a 
number of provisions to the bill, in- 
cluding $6,000,000 for purchase of 
seed grains in the hurricane area in- 
cluding the states of Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Cardlina, Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama; $150,000 for a 
survey of a Nicaraguan canal; $100,- 
000 for part of the government’s share 
in the Mount Rushmore, South Da- 
kota, memorial project; $250,000 for 
equipping submarines with safety de- 
vices ; 10,000 for a coast guard 
academy at New London, Conn.; $50,- 
000 for a federal building at Salis- 
bury, N. C.; $30,000 for an interna- 
tional street at Nogales, Ariz. 

Senator Glass, democrat, Virginia, 
is prepared to ask the senate to 
strike from the bill ail of its pro- 
visions which were included in the 
first deficiency measure, now dead. 
While not particularly interested in 
the $24,000,000 prohibition item he 
does want to force a revival of the 
first measure as a matter of legisla- 
tive principle. 

The $250,000 amendment of Senator 
Glass to the first deficiency measure 
for a prohibition investigation by a 
presidential commission has been in- 
corporated in the second bill.

FOGH NEAR DEATH 
AS 41h RELAPSE 
DEPRESSES HEAR! 


Generalissimo Is Victim 
of Condition “Ordinarily 
Fatal”; Priest Is Called 
to Bed.

Paris, February 26.— (United 
News.)—Marshal Ferdinand Foch 
continied in “an extremely grave con- 
dition” tonight despite the fact that 
his physicians announced he had pass- 
ed a fairly good day during which his 
fever decreased. 

Ths present condition of the fa- 
mous world war generalissimo “ordi- 
narily is fatal” to a man 77 years old, 
it was pointed out. 

The present attack is the fourth 
which Foch has suffered and, al- 


though the courageous war leader is 
offering the greatest resistance, it was 
almitted that he is steadily weaken- 
ing under the strain. 

Priest Is Summoned. 

Father Lambre was summoned to 
the field marshal’s bedside late to- 
day, remaining with Foch for 35 min- 
utes. 

‘he physicians were keeping close 
watch in the sickroom tonight and Dr. 
Daveniere said that the patient’s fe- 
ver was decreased slightly and his 
pulse was better. The pulse was 86 
and temperature just past 101 de- 
grees, 

Five physicians are attending Foch, 
who has not left his home in Paris 
since he was stricken with a serious 
heart attack in January. They have 
resumed the previous regular bulletins 
regarding the field marshal’s condi- 


tion. 
Suffers Heart Attack. 


Marshal Foch’s condition became se- 
rious again yesterday after he had 
shown some improvement for several 
weeks. He suffered a grave heart at- 
tack early in January and lay crit- 
ieally ill for several days. During that 
time crowds of former soldiers, war 
widows and workers of Paris filled 
the narrow street before his home, 
praying for the beloved war leader. 

Distinguished diplomats daily visit- 
ed the house to ask for latest re- 
ports but no one was permitted to see 
him. Even the highest officers of 
France were kept outside the sick- 
room where the little militarist, whose 
strategy played such a great part in 
the allied world war victory, fought 
with every ounce of his strength. 

World Sends Sympathy. 

He did not surrender easily, this 
soldier of the Marne and Ypres, and 
he finally appeared to be winning the 
struggle. 

Hundreds of cablegrams of sympa- 
thy poured into the Foch home and 
political and military leaders of the 
world offered congratulations when he 
was able to leave his bed and sit in 
a big chair with his family before an 
open fireplace. 

For the next few weeks, Foch ap- 
peared to be gaining steadily except 
for one bad day—when physicians 
were hurriedly summoned—and one or 
two minor setbacks.

BETSY HAMILTON, 
AUTHORESS, DIES 


Mrs. Idora McClellan 
Moore, Beloved Writer, 
Was Known Throughout 
Country. 


Talladega, Ala., February 26.—(7) 
Mrs. Idora McClellan Moore, famous 
writer and lecturer, died at her resi- 
dence here at 1 o'clock this morning. 
She was widely known in the’ literary 
world under the name of Betsy Ham- 
ilton. She was 85 years old, 

Infirmities of old age was given 
as the cause of Mrs. Moore’s death. 

The verse aud dialect stories Mrs. 
Moore wrote for the Atlanta Consti- 
tution 20 years ago had a wide fol- 
lowing. In her day as a writer Mrs. 
Moore had Joel Chandler Harris, 
Henry W. Grady and Bill Arp, the 
most noted of southern authors, as 
contemporaries. 

Mrs. Moore was known as Tallade- 
ga’s first citizen. She. was promi- 
nently identified in the work for the 
Presbyterian orphans’ home hefe and 
established what is now known as 
the “Betsy Hamilton Scholarship,” 
which she established as a perpetual 
fund for the education of inmates of 
the institution. Beneficiaries of the 
fund inspired Mrs. Moore to write 
“Let the Daisies Tell It,” one of her 
most famous poems. 

Beautiful Girl. 

Idora McClellan was rated one of 
the south’s most beautiful girls when 
she matriculated at Centenary col- 
lege, the famous Methodist imstitu- 
tion at Summerfield, Ala., 70 years 
ago. It was while attending that in- 
stitution that her literary genius first 
came to light. 

Upon graduation, Mrs. Moore be- 
gan contributing to periodicals and 
newspapers, later appearing before 
chautauqua audiences as a lecturer. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning at 
the First Presbyterian church here. 

Mrs. Moore had been ill and con- 
fined to her residence for several 
weeks. Relatives and friends from 
many sections of Alabama were with 
her at the time of her death. 


BETSY HAMILTON 
BORN ON HALLOWEEN. 


Betsy Hamilton, as Mrs. Moore, 
was endearingly known to her read- 
ers, was born October 31, 1843, on a 
typical ante-bellum plantation near 
Talladega, Ala. She was the daugh- 


famous civil war leader, whose planta- 
tion, Idlewood, surrounded with the 
best traditions of southern hospitality, 
formed a creative background for the 
future writer. 

Ushered into the world on Hal- 
loween night, she made this the basis 
of an anecdote, maintaining that she 
was given the name of Idora rather 
than Theodora, because she was the 
gift of the witches and not of the 
gods. Many scenes taken from her 
childhood on the Alabama plantation 
were related by Betsy Hamilton in her 
“Christmas On an Old Time Southern 
Plantation.” 

In 1864 she was graduated from 
Centenary college and later married 
Albert W. Plowman, a brilliant young

Stage Is Set for Bout. 

The proverbial stage is set for the 
evening’s entertainment and its finan- 
cial success is assured, but that does 
not lift the veil of uncertainty that 
shrouds the main battle. Careful 
analysis helps little in this matter for 
the very good reason that all careful 
analysis leads to the rocky impasse of 
the unknown quantity. Perusal of rec- 
ords leaves one in a sickening muddle, 
Stribling has failed dismally in two 
big chances and Sharkey has done the 
same in more than two, though he has 
fought some great figats in his career.

However, the| 
thing that I think is the best and 
is going all the way and would pro- | 
vide for Atlanta the best and the 
type of a school system that has come 
to be the standard school system all 
over the country would be one that 
would be based on the following four 
major proposals: } 

Four Proposals By Gaines. 

“Tt would provide a school system | 
both physically and 
fiscally independent. Financial in- 
dependence in that it would raise and 
levy its own tax and spend its pero 
money. Physically independent in 
that it would have no connection or 
relationship with any other body at 
all. That would involve these four 
things: 

“1. A small board of education 
elected by the city at large and for a 
comparatively long term, vacancies to 
be filled by the board of education 
itself for the unexpired term. 

“2. The board of education to be 
made a° corporate body, with power

(stand financially on various points. If 


to contract and be contracted with, to 
own property, and with complete pow- 
er to control and operate the school 
system. 

“3. The right to fix its own budget, 
and to levy the necessary tax rate 
therefor, upon all of the property of 
the city. real and personal, and to 
certify the same to the taxing author- 
ities of the city for the levy and col- 
lection, the said tax rate to be within 
minimum and maximum limits; the 
board of education to be protected by 
law as to its receipts in case of low- 
ered tax assessments. (This section 
would probably require a constitu- 
tional amendment.)” 

Mr. Spratt: “Who would protect 
you in case the tax receipts or assess- 
ments slump some year?” 

Mr. Gaines: “No, that is not what 
I mean. I mean this—at present our 
tax assessment is 70 per cent of the 
value of the property. Now, suppose 
that Atlanta should determine that 
that is too high and base its revenue 
on a 50 per cent valuation. That 
would reduce our income. There is a 
strong movement on foot at the pres- 
ent time to carry this into effect. You 
have heard from a great many sources 
that ‘Atlanta is paying one-fifth of 
the taxes of the state.” This is be- 
cause our assessment is that high. A 
great many people seem to feel that 
the assessment should be lower even 
if our taxes in the city were higher, 
so then the county taxes would be 
lower, making the total lower on the 
aggregate, but you can see how this 
arrangement would reduce our income. 
It might be worked out so that in case 
of reduced assessment our rates might 
he automatically and proportionately 
increased. This action would probably 
require a constitutional amendment.

One of the things that 
was demonstrated to me as one of the 
biggest things they were doing was in 
the same census and attendance de- 
partment. They were keeping track of 
their pupils. They trace the lite of 
their children from the cradle to the 
grave, you might say. They began 
with vital statistics, making record 
at the birth of the child, and then 
after it had completed school, kept up 
with it all along the line, as a mat- 
ter of vocational guidance, had the 
proposition fixed so that he could be 
traced throughout his whole career, 
and make the school system of some 
value to him in after life as well as 
through his school life. 

‘That particular department was 
well cared for. They had a large fil- 
ing room filled with filing cases con- 
taining cards for the pupils. They had 
one for every child who has been in 
Denver schools since the system had | 
been put in. They had seven or eight 
clerks in charge and probably five or 
six times as many attendance offi- 
cers as we have, They were conduct- 
ing a continuous census.

“IT have taken as the basis for our 
accounting the budget which was pre- 
sented at the first of this year.

The budget as we ex- 
plained at the first of the year was

This 
does not take care of any definite ex- 
penses for the immediate future. If 
we had a sudden influx into our school 
system this figure would have to be 
enhanced somewhat. The maintenance 
and operation funds, in this proposed , 
figure. has been increased greatly., 
This is one of the weakest spots we 
have. Our physical plants have been 
nllowed to deteriorate, and conditions 
as they are now have been going on 
for several years, to the point, in fact, 
where we are now in a very serious 
condition, a deplorable condition. | 

“Then comes the question of fixed | 
charges. This new board would take| 
over the pension system of the teach- 
ers, So far. I believe we would come 
out all right. We have paid in to 
the city, or to the treasury of the pen- 


nucleus. The pension system, or cost 
of this system, would depend on just 
how it was set up. At present the 
city has not had to set up any money, 
on account of the fact that the amount 
paid in has been so much more than 
the amount needed to pay .for pen- 
sioned employees.

000 from non-resident tuition, which 
probably would be increased 50 per 
cent if we had enough people to round 
up all the non-residents attending our 
schools. And about $18.000 from the 
federal and state vocational funds “ 

Mr. Spratt: “Do you think then by 
your budget, that $1 tax would handle 
the schools?” 

Mr. Ritchie: “Exclusive of capital 
outlay and bonded indebtedness? The 
capital outlay item, of course, would 
depend upon whether you resorted to 
the tax for capital outlay, or bonds.’ 

Mr. Spratt: “You think that von 
could get $100,000 from vour current 
revenue each year to build schools*” 

St. Louis System. 

Mr. Ritchie: “I had the pleasure 
of visiting St. Louis several years aco 
and spending some time stucdring 
their problem. I learned one thing. 


| And that was that after they became 


physically and fiseally independent 
they did -not have to stir up their 
folks every year. Prior to the time 
they were separated from their city 
government, and various issues, a# 
‘ward politics’ the schools were the 
footba!! of politics. And it was an aun- 
nual affair. 

“In St. Louis, now, they have done 
this—they. levy an ad valorem tax 
for both current revenue and cap- 
ital outlay. They have organized 
a department, and have as iis 
head a commissioner of buildings and 
grounds and architect for the board 
of education. He has charge of main- 
tenance a. well as design of the new 
schools. When a maintenance prob- 
lem came up, he can take advantage 
of the flaws of former design by im- 
proving his future design in the light 
of the maintenance program. He and 
the superintendent of schools make a 
survey along towari the end of the 
fiscal year, and go to the annual 
meeting of the board of education 
and lay their needs before them. Then 
with the adoption of the budget, the 
amount of the fax for current ex- 
penses and for eapital outlay is de- 
cided upon, and the tax levied and 
col'ected with no furor nor commo- 
tion. 

“Nothing is heard about it, and six 
months from then it does not come 
out that if they don’t g@t more money 
that they will have to shut down the 
schools. In their buifling program, 
St. Louis buys sites for their schools 
years before they use them, on the 
theory that property dows not decrease 
in value. When I fir¢ came to At- 
lanta, I tried to show the wisdom of 
this policy to our boarj of education, 
as Mr. Gaines knows.| When I was 
there, I remember, &. Louis was 
building the Woodyard Avenue 
school at a cost of approximately 
$500,000

Details of the final stage in develop- 
ment of the Julius Rosenwald fund 


system of circulating libraries for ru- 
al districts now are being worked 
out, it was learned here Tuesday, 
when Edwin R. Embree, of Chicago, 
president of the $35,000,000 fund and 
noted sociologist, passed through At- 
lante. 

Mr. Embree, accompanied by Clark 
Foreman, well-known Atlantan, who 
is associate of the fund for the south, 
with headquarters in Nashville, and 
W. B. Harrell, of Chicago, secretary 
and comptroller of the fund, is tour- 
ing a number of southern states to 
consummate the final stage, which 
consists principally of arranging to 
assist those state @nd.county authori- 
ties who wish to avail themselves of 
the library plan. 

In explaining the library plan of 
the Rosenwald fund, Mr. Embree 
pointed out that it had no connection 
with library building as is embodied 
in the Carnegie library work. “This 
phave of the fund is chiefly interested 
in bringing as much reading material

“The system may bé described as 
being ultra-circulative,’” Mr. Embree 
said. “Not only are the books circu- 
lated among readers, but the small 
libraries themselves are continually in 
circulation, so that in time they have 
the effect and value of large libra- 
ries. The plan is worked on a county 
basis, with a central library situated 
at the county seat, No special build- 
ings for the books are needed, except, 
perhaps, at the county -seat. 

“Library stations, for which a small 
portion of a school room or even a 
garage will serve as an adequate 
building, are located throughout the 
county. About 25 books are placed in 
each of these stations and kept for 
distribution in that community for 
several weeks, after which they are 
replaced with an equal amount of dif- 
ferent books from the county seat. 
This system of circulation is continued 
throughout the year by every station 


tually available in the smallest com- 
munity. Special books can be ordered 
from the county seat.” 

This system is hard on the books, 
‘Mr, Embree stated, but it makes them 
serve the greatest value for the larg- 
est number of persons, It is the pur- 
pose of the fund to serve only as 
primer in getting systems of this kind 
started, the county authorities being 
expected to continue the work. “On 
our present tour we are contacting 
such authorities as are interested,” 
Mr. Embree asserted. “The system 
probably will be put into operation 
first in some of the counties of Mis- 
sissippi and eventually it is expected 
to be adopted, not only in the south 
but in all sections of the nation.” 

Mr. Embree, who until a year ago 
was vice president of the Rockefeller 
foundation, is guiding the activities of 
the fund in its wider scope, for which 
it was reorganized after serving dur- 
ing the past 10 years as an aid to 
‘negro education in the south, prin- 
cipally for erection of rural schools 
‘for negroes. 


| In addition to the library plan. 
which is occupying Mr. Embree and 
his associates on this tour, the enlarg- 
el fund plans to expend between $2,- 
000,000 and $3,000,000 a year on the 
‘following activities, continuing the 
rural negro education; other forms of 
negro education, especially aiding es- 
ablishment of high schools in cities 
or industrial education and negro col- 
‘eges to train teachers; aid negro 
iealth improvement undertakings, in-

Frank D. Rock Says Honest 
Business Has the Cr_mi- 
nal on the Run. 


Frank D. Rock, credit executive of 
Armour and company, Denver, Col., 
aud president of the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men, was principal 
speaker Tuesday night at the monthly 
meeting of the Atlanta Association of 
ag Men at the Atlanta Athletic 
elnb. 

Mr. Rock told the meeting that for 
the first time in history the forces of 
honest business in the United States 
have the commercial criminal on the 
run. 

“For many years, the business crook 
in this country enjoyed great prosper- 
ity and relative security. Burglars, 
holdup men and hijackers got the 
headlines, while their bland brothers 
who engaged in business frauds got 
the cash. In 1925 when business lead- 
ers raised a credit protection fund 
and put an efficient force of credit in- 
vestigators in the field, the annual 
fraud loss was estimated at $500,- 
000,000. 

“Prison sentences for these busi- 
ness crooks began immediately to cut 
down fraud losses. During the first 
year of the credit prote?tion move- 
ment, 74 crooks were put behind bars. 
The second vear convictions rose to 
177 and the third year there were 23 
convictions.” 

E. Paul Phillips, of New York, man- 
ager of the eastern division of the 
credit association, also spoke at the 
meeting on the service arms of the 
association.

Modern Miracle 
On Old Painting

A hundred years ago, or 80, an 
artist painted a picture of an English 
barnyard. It is a picturization of 
perfect peace.

About 
three years ago it was brought to 
America, and to Atlanta. It has hung 
in an Atlanta home since. Darken- 
ed and dimmed by age, the beauty 
of coloring yet shone through its 
murky surface and visitors to the 
home remarked on the apparent love- 
liness of the work, despite its poor 
condition. 

On Sunday last another visitor to 
Atlanta, Professor Adolf Werbik, of 
San Francisco and Vienna, was a 
guest in this same Atlanta home. He 
saw the picture and admired it. His 
admiration meant a lot. For. art is 
his life work. He is a famous critic 
of paintings. 

And he is, likewise, one of the 
greatest of living “restorers” of old 
oil paintings. He has won interna- 
tional fame for his work with many 
of the most valuable pictures of the 
world. 

Ile offered to restore the old paint- 
the English farmyard. In 
fact, he insisted on doing it. So he 
carefully removed the ancient canvas 
from its frame and lovingly carried 
it to his rooms at the Biltmore. That 
was on Sunday. 

Tuesday afternoon his work of ren- 
ovation was done. And the picture 
is like a new thing. The beauty of 
coloring, the graceful lacy tracing of 
the trees; the deep green shadows of 
the opened barn doors; the _ tired 
horse and laborer, back after a day's 
toil in the fields, all are there again. 

It is truly a miracle of renewed 
life to a splendid painting. Just how 
it is done is Professor Werbik's se-

CANTON FEARS FORE 
NATIONALIST PLA 


Shanghai, China, February 26.—(A”) | 
Fear in Canton that the nationalist 
governinent might soon attempt to 
compel its allegiance by force of arms 
is believed to be responsible for the 
recent disorders in Hunan. 

Both in Canton and in the cities 
of Hankow, Wuchang and Hanyang 
have appeared two young and ambi- 
tious military commanders who are 
expected to control four southern pro- 
vinces and to put up a stiff opposi- 
tion to any effort by Nanking at con- 
solidation. 

Along with the outbreak of the 
Shantung revolt and scores of rumors 
of uprisings in various localities, as 
well as of splits within the nationalist 
government itself, there is a general 
feeling of uneasiness in nationalist 
circles, Various factions in many lo- 
calities are even reported to be 
strengthening their alignments in the 
event of untoward developments. 

Although the nationalist government 
outwardly is supported by the leading 
military commanders, underneath ex- 
ist currents of factionalism. Radical 
elements which have been strong op- 
posing the government also are tak- 
ing the lead in attempts at consolida- 
tion, hoping to wield a strong influ- 
ence at the coming Kuomintang na- 
tional congress which opens on March 
15. These groups seek to control the 
government. If this should happen, 
the conservatives express belief that 
China is destined to renewed disorders.
